~erve friendly relations with Germany 
which contains a remarkable hint of an 
tarly termination of the great wer. 

If the United States, says the em- 
reror, remains on terms of friendly in- 
tercourse with all the belligerents, the 
president soon will be asked to offer bis 
good offices as a mediator between the 
allles and the central powers. 

The emperor does not say which side 
will suggest mediation. His meaning, 
t is inferred, is that Germany, follow- 
ing contemplated victories of ite arms 
in the present campaign, will offer to 
make peace or that the allies, following 
further reverses; will sue for a termina- 
tion of hostilities. < | 

VU. & MAY PROLONG FIGHT. 

If, however, the United States severs 
diplomatie relations with Germany, 
the war, according to the emperor, is 
likely to be prolonged indefinitely, even 
to the exhaustion of the nations par- 
ticipating. | 

This is the burden of the message to 
the president which the kaiser intrusted 
to Ambassador Gerard at their inter- 
view at the grand headquarters of the 
German army last Friday night. The 
first sections of a lengthy report of his 
interview with the emperor were re 
ceived from the ambassador by the state 
department tonight.

Such a condition can result in nothing 
less than industrial prosperity, but we 
must not forget the menand women who 
are not organized. With peaceful condl- 
tions among the organized classes, the 
organization of the unorganized workers 
will increase fourfold. During the last 
month we have been able to organize 
several thousand unorganized workers 
into unions with better conditions and 
more efficiency for every one concerned. 

In speaking of the unorganized work- 
ers I can predict nothing short of a revo- 
lution in industrial conditions and organ- 
ization. The coming year will see the 
organization of the workers in industries 
Where a few years ago such a thing was 
thought almost Impossible. 

During the last week we organized 
1,500 freight handlers, and only last night 
500 barbers held a meeting and strength- 
ened their organization to an efficient 
body. More than 1,000 tannery workers 
came into organized labor last week, and 
the harvester workers are coming in as 
fast as porsible.

From the beginning of our difficulties with the bel -· 
ligerent powers there has been cherished among 
Americans bewildered by .the president’s course of 
action the-hope that its apparent and 
changefulness concealed a deep policy. 

It seemed possible, even in some sense plausible, 
that beneath the vexed surface of our controversies 
the president was working out relations with the 
entente powers or at least with England which would 


vious benefits to be urged in favor of an understand- 
ing or even an alliance with England, and though 
some of Mr. Wilson’s utterances would seem to im- 
ply that he deems a conservation of. American as 
@istinguished from British or French or other inter- 
ests immoral], it seemed advisable to make allowance 
for the idedlistic rhetoric in which ‘statesmen fre- 
quently indulge. It was and is clear that in spite of 
‘our military weakness we should be an important 
acquisition of the entente, especially for England. 

While our fleet is not much needed and a military 
force could not be created for a year, our financial 


<upport once fully given to the allies would so re- 


lieve England, which is the allies’ banker, as to put 
the credit factor out of her problem promptly and 
finally. Under pressure we could speed up our sup 
ply and a seizure of interned German shipping would 
substantially enlarge our ability to aid. 

Most important of all, perhaps, would be the mora! 
effect not only upon the belligerents but upon the 
neutral world. 

It has seemed ineredible that a statesman charged 
with the responsibility of representing the interests 
of a great nation would neglect or refuse to take ad- 
vantage of these substantial facts to obtain for his 
country such legitimate profit as he could through an 
exchange of benefits. It is not considered immoral 
in the private individual to follow such a course. It 
could hardly be considered immoral in one who is im- 
- pressed with a trust on behalf of a nation of one 

hundred millions. The greatest of statesmen have 
considered this not merely their privilege but their 
duty. | . 

This has seemed so obvious that we have er- 
hausted every resource in trying to discover in the 
president’s course a reasonable regard for the inter- 
ests of America and the promise of proper arrange- 
ments for their protection and advancement. is 
effort has failed. The course Mr. Wilson bis been 
taking has rémained for us without any such expla- 
nation as we sought, and it is still more significant 
that the chief men in Mr. Wilson's own party and 
government seem to be no better off than we are. 
Senator Stone, head of the senate foreign relations 
committee and close political ally of Mr. Wilson, was 
kept in the dark. Other Democratic leaders have 
shown every sign of confusion and astonishment at 
critical moments. All that they or we can conclude 
is that Mr. Wilson’s policy may be a shining spirit, 
but it lacks a human body of reasonable national 
self-interest. | 
If any hope remained that Mr. Wilson, despite his 
_ conspicuous refusal to make the nation ready for the 
trial he seemed preparing for it, was in fact keeping 
his constituency in mind and protecting its en 
that hope is pretty well disposed of by the Japa 
comp on, which, though the American public ig- 
pores it, casts a long shadow across our future. | 
For immediately after Mr. Wilson’s recentest ulti- 
matam to Germany, when it seemed that we were 
definitely and openly to align ourselves with the 
allies, came Japan's significant warning as to the 
Burnett bill. So there seems to be no understanding 
that if we take England's side against Germany, 
England will take ours against Japan. . 

It would be impossible to believe, H it were not

Col. Roose- 
velt’s voice carries far, but will it carry through the 
swathings of our self-conceit, our unthinking opti- 
mism, our soft inertia? There ig little hope that it

perts. Though we are virtually naked, we are be- 
grudged a shield. In the White House we have 
grandiloquent phrases, lofty world inclusive aspira- 
tions, and a cy sweeping us toward disaster. 
The lessons human experience—of the exper!- 
ence of nations and the experience of each of us as 
individuals—are ignored. We shirk their appeal, we 
sbut our ears to their warning. . 
The fate of Cassandra was to see Troy in ruins in 
spite of her prophecies and prayers. The fate of 
patriotic men who, like Roosevelt, are trying now 
to wake up the American people to a realization of 
the conditions they and their posterity must face 
ems now likely to be little happier. The mighty 
forces which through all, time have shaped the des- 
tiay of peoples cannot be tamed with noble phrases. 
Our forbears toiled and suffered, fought and died to 
build up that fabric upon which we are smugly re- 
clining—for how much longer?

SCREENING AGAINST FLIES 
AND MOSQUITOES. 

AST week I was staying in a room 
on the twelfth floor of a hotel in 

| New Orleans. The window was 
covered by a screen. The mesn 

was fine enough—the screen was 

not coarser than No. 16. No flies or mos- 
quitoes could get through the unbroken 
mesh. Unfortunately, the mesh. was 
roken. In the screen there were forty- 
one holes large enough to let in a hungry 
mosquito. One was 1x3 inches, Six were 


large enough to let a June bug through. 


There was a crack between the frame 
and the screen across the bottom of the 
gash and for à foot up one side wide 


) toes. We were not troubled with either 
files or mosquitoes, but it was het because 


There were few at the ground level in the 
country round about. We were not trou- 
‘bled with files because of the elevation 
and the further fact that there was no 
food in the room. But at the height of 
the mosquito season and near the ground 
level a bedroom screened as was this one 
would be a mosquito trap. Mosquitoes 
hungry for food would enter through the 
forty-odd openings. Since, when they 
had filled up with blood escape through 
about thirty of the openings would have. 
been impossible, they would remain fora 
second night's feast.

Let us suppose the room to be a dining 
room, bar, or kitchen on the second floor. 
Clearly, the screen would act as a fly 
trap, permitting hungry filles to enter but 
preventing their egress. 

The point to the story is that poor screen- 
ing is worse than no screening. Screening 
with No. 12 mesh will not keep mosquitoes 
out. It is worse than a waste to put up 


ing them. Screens that do not fit will not 
bar out a mosquito hungry for blood or a 
fily that smells food. Gen. Gorgas and 
Mr. LePrince tell us that m the canal 
zone it was necessary to employ especial 
screen carpenters. Ordinary carpenters 
could not or would not put in screens with 
sufficient snugnese to make the windows 
and doors mosquito proof. 
As ecreens, and especially copper 
ecreens, promise to be high priced this 
year, a suggestion from Dr. J. H. White 
lo, valuable. Mosquito bar tacked over a 
window is mosquito proof and will re- 
main so for one season if given moderate 
care. Such screening is effective and 
cheap. * 
The screening of the hotel room cited 
above was useless in the main because 
last year’s screens had been stored over 
winter and they had been injured in the 
handling.

“Bight ounces of paregoric contains nearly 
sixteen grains of opium, This corresponds 
to about two grains of morphine a day. This 
woman has the opium habit. She will suffer 
the well known effects due to the use of opium 
in large quantities. She will increase her dose 
of paregoric as time goes on. In addition to 
the harmful action of opium she gets the ef- 
fects of very large doses of benzoic acid, cam- 
phor, oll of anise, glycerin and alcohol, She 
swung to paregoric from niorphine in order to 
evade the Harrison law. ,

BERLIN, via London. April 30.—* Ger- 
many's course must not be dictated by 
temporary tactical advantages but rather 
by the exigencies of the entire situation, 
military and na val, declares Dr. Bern- 
nard Dernburg, former secretary for the 
colonies, in a lengthy leader in the Tage- 
blatt, entitled Germany and America.” 

Dr. Derrburg s editorial is distinctly 
friendly, conciliatory and -hopeful. He 
concludes: ue 

It is to be hoped that an understanding 
will be reached which will conserve our 


national dignity and whereby we may re- 


tain our relations with the United States 


without having to lessen the force of our 
* activity.” ä 7 


Dr: Dernburg declares that in making 
the decision Germany must take into con- 
sideration her relations with all neutrals, 
the effect of the entrance of a new and 
powerful enemy, the conditions respect- 
ing food and raw material in German 
and the possibi/lity of attaining peace. 


Gravity of Danger. 

It must be determined what 
sions will ward off the threatening Amer- 
ican danger,“ he continues, and in how 
far our prospects of defeating our ene- 
mies might be lessened thereby. Briéfly, 
our entire situation must be weighed in 
the balance. We must let neither nation- 
al sensitivéness nor a super-feeling of 
honor govern us, and if we feel strong 
enough to achieve victory even if we make 
certain concessions, then we may make 
them without forfeiting our self-respect.” 

The writer calls attention to the sup- 
port of President Wilson by all parties 
and declares that the president bases his 
entire case on the Lusitania, Arabic, and 
Sussex, passenger ships tofpedoed with- 
out warning, not on countless other cases 
in which attempted flight or resistance 
justified the submarine commander in 
torpedoing. | 


Hay Be Well Grounded. 

The Sussex, declares Dr. Dernburg, was 
torpedoed, contrary to assurances given 
by the German government, and the proof 
ndduced at least admits the possibility 
that the American claims that German is 


responsible mgy be well grounded, al- 


though the representations to America 
show that it may have been due to a mis- 


take by the commander, rather than to 
bad intent. 


The writer says that the present is no 
time to discuss America’s earnestness or 


her disposition to piace Germany upon

“The point today is that America is

GERARD GUEST OF KAISER;

American Ambassador Is Placed 
Between Emperor and Imperial 
Chancellor During a Dinner.

BERLIN, April 29, via London, April 30. 
Ambassador Gerard was the guest of the 
kaiser at dinner last night at the front, 
according to advices I have from head- 
quarters. Mr. Gerard sat between the 


_ kaiser and the chancellor. The kaiser, I 


am informed, told Mr. Gerard he wanted 
neither war nor a diplomatic break with 
America, but earenstly and sincerely de- 
sired that the friendly relations existing 
between the two countries since the days 
of Frederick the Great should not be 


, broken. 


The emperor, who is always a charming 
host, was in good spirits. The emperor 
and Mr. Gerard had a long talk together. 

It develops that the initiative of Mr. 
Gerard's trip to the front was not taken 
by the kaiser but by Mr. Gerard. The 
ambassador unofficially let it be known 
that he much desired to have a talk with 
the kaiser personally before any irrevoc- 
able action on President Wilson's note. 
The kaiser, Upon learning of this, imme- 
@ately sent Mr. Gerard an invitation 
through Herr von Jagow.

‘If President Wilson severs diplomatic 
relations with Germany the jingo party 
will force the retirement of Von Beth- 
mann-Hollweg, Foreign Minister von 
Jagow, and the present admiralty, and 
will bring about a resumption of meth- 
ods of submarine warfare which will per- 
mit Germany illimitable use of its new 
weapon of defense.

Much Depends on America. 
The kalser realizes that if a break oc- 
curs the United States sooner or later is 
likely, to become involved in the war. 
He’is'of the opinion that such a develop- 
, ment would prolong the struggle several 
years, and nothing short of the exhaus- 
tion ‘ofone side or the other would ter- 


minate the conflict. 

With the United States keeping hands 
off, the emperor foresees an early end to 
hostilities, and hopes that the president 
will do all in his power to prevent a pro- 
longation of the war and will pave the 
way for updertaking the task of media- 
tion, probably in the near future.

‘ing the discussion, submarine warfare is 
conducted in accordance with the rules 
for which dentends. 

The president has been greatly encour- 
aged by the apparent suspension of the 
activities of submarines of which he has 
made complaint. Press cables have re- 
ported: the torpedoing of vessele within 
the last ten days, but official dispatches 
have not brought advices that the war- 
‘craft have ignpred provision for the safe- 
ty of crewe on prizes. So long as this con- 
dition obtains there is little danger of the 
president carrying out his threat to sever 
diplomatic relations with Berlin.

Main Interest in Book. 

While Mr. Childers’ article on Col. House 
contains many things the politicians have 
long desired to know concerning the 
president’s closest adviser, the novel 
written by Col House for the time being 
ig consuming most of their attention. 

In his novel, the action of which takes 
place in the future, 1920-1935, Col. House 
pictures himself in the role of the hero, 
Philip Dru, reconstructing ,first the gov- 
ernment of the United States and then the 
lines of national demarkation throughout 
the world. In order to do thie, he leads a 
revolution, makes himself a dictator, al- 
trough he ehooses the title of adminis- 
trator. Completing the domestic trans- 
formation, he turns his attention to the 
international situation. He relates that 
Germany, Great Britain, and Japan were 
discovered by Dru to be conspiring 
against the United States. Dru broke up 
the conspiracy by causing the overthrow 
of the British ministry. . 

Turning to Mr. Childers’ article, the po- 


litical leaders of Washington have gained Olds of the Suprem 
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much information concerning the colo- 
nel’s relations with President Wilson. 

In his novel Col. House portrays a po- 
litical boss creating a president. It is 
a thinly veiled description of the activities 
of Mark Hanna in the campaign of 1806.

Statistics of All Life Insurance 
Companies Complled—High- 
er Rate Is Justified. 


BY c. M. CARTWRIGHT. 


Actuary Franklin B. Mead of the Lin- | 


coln National Life Insurance company 
of Fort Wayne, Ind., has just completed 
preparation of a mortality table showirg 
the experience of all life insurance com- 
panies on insurance of overweights. Ee 
has used applicants who were from 40 to 
44 years of age, from 5 feet 7 to 10 inches 
in height, and only thirty-five to fort- 
five pounds above the standard weight. 
On the average these risks weg eet 
206 pounds, 
Mr. Mead in his table shows the number 
, Of risks insured and the actual and ex- 
pected deaths during the first fifteen 
policy years. The highest death rate is 
in the tenth policy year, when it is 200 
per cent of the expected. During the first 
policy year the expected deaths would be 
37.13, whereas the actual deaths were 39. 
The only year when the actual deaths 
were less than the expected was the fifth 
— year. 


Disease Takes Fat Persons. 


Mr. Méad, in commenting on the results, 
shows that people of overweight fall a 
ready prey to what are now known as do- 
generative diseases. In an ana‘ysis of his 
experience tables he shows cuere are five 
times as many deaths from diabetes 
among overweights as compared with 
those of standard weight; two to three 
times as many deaths from cerebral hem- 
orrhagée and apoplexy; two or three 
times as many deaths from organic dis- 
_ eases of the heart; three or four times ag 

many deaths from sclerosis of the liver; 
and two or three times as many deaths 
trom nephritis and Bright's disease. 


Must Pay Higher Premiums... 
Mr. Mead says that the statistics of life 
Insurance companies illustrate that the 
“ long race is to the lean,” and demon- 
_ Strates why it is necessary for life insur- 
ance companies, in order to properly pro- 
tect themselves and their policy holders 
m general, to charge increased premiums 
to overweights. Many companies decline 
to issue policies to applicants even mod- 
erately overweight.

Improper Conduct and Drink- 
ing’ After Hours Found by

MIXED un AT “ELITE.” 


Investigating vice conditions in Chi- 
cago, both with respect to the operation 
of cafés and dance halls and the 1 o'clock 
closing law, two divisions of women in- 
vestigators visited cabarets on Saturday 
night. Their reports, descriptive of the 
scenes that came undgr their observation, 
will be handed to Mayor Thompson today. 

One of the divisions wag in charge of 
Mrs. Charles E. Merriam, wife of Ald. 
Merriam, and the other, sent oug by the 
Anti-Saloon league, was in charge of Mrs, 
G. M. Mathes, the president, and E. J. 
Davis, superintendent. 

The women declare they found the 1 
o'clock closing law violated in a number 
of instances. Also they have stamped as 
indecent the things they observed in a 
number of cafés. 


Whites and Negroes Mix. 

At Thirty-first and State streets the 
investigators, with Mrs. William A. Ro- 
driguez, wife of Ald. Redriguez, said they 
found a mixed gathering of some 100 Ne- 
groes and whites clamoring for entrance 
to the Elite café. They were denied ad- 
mittance, but Mrs. Rodriguez was able 
later to enter. She reported indecent 
dancing and liquor sales after 1 o'clock. 


Says Mayor Is Responsible. 

“I do not believe that the south side 
levee district; even in its so-called 
‘palmjest’ days, could have held worse 
conditions than those we observed early 
this morning in our investigation of cab- 
arets, particularly with regard to what 
we Saw in the Thirty-Hrst street district,“ 
said Mrs. Merriam after the tour, . 

For such conditions the city adminis- 
tration is absolutely responsible. Mayor 
Thompson has made the statement that 
‘no man should take his wife to such 
lewd places.’ If he regards them as such, 
why doesn't he use his power of revoking 
their licenses? 

There are times that I doubt whether 
our work of bringing such condittons be- 
fore the public is worth the effort. The 
forces for evil seem so well intrenched, 
and the forces for good so very much 
asleep, that the fight seems as useless as 
trying to hur oneself through a stone 
wall.
